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ON A NEW SPECIES OF BUFO FROM TEXAS.

Bufo adimcus, «p. iiov. 

This very distinct species has the Miisiial crests of the J>. lentujinoHUs 
type, more especially resemhliiig' the U. LfoiclcrL It diftVrs especially 
from that species in the very slioi t, witle he<id, with (h‘pr<‘ssed imizzle 
overhanging- the montli ; in tiie perfectly smooth inferior surfaces, and 
long legs, in the coloration, as well as in various minor det tils. 

The head is wider than long, the width entering the length 2.25 
times, while the length enters it 3 times. The entire pjohle is steei)ly 
deenrved, and terminates in a imomiiient muzzle which projects con- 
siderably beyond the upper lij). The nostril is lateral and neai ly termi- 
nal. The anterior lip border is below a point halt-way between the 
nostril and the orbit. The maxillary bone is somewhat contracted to 
the lip border. The pi'efrontal bones are obtusely angnlated above, 
but the cranial crests commence with the fronto parietal bones. They 
ai’c parallel and rather near together, and are w'^ell distmgnishetl every- 
where. They form a right angle with the postorbitals, beyond which 
they are not produced, nor is there any tendency to continence poste- 
riorly. A short, robust, siipratympanic ridge. Orbit large 5 tympanic 
disk oblique, the long axis directed ni>ward and forward, and a little 
shorter than the eye Assure. Skin above with small warts at coi\sider- 
able distances apart; l)elow, everywhere smooth. Parotoids indistinct 
in the specimen, their inner bordeis strongly divergent from the middle 
line posteriorly. Limbs ratlier long. The muzzle marks the middle of 
the fore arm, and the distal end of the tarsus, of the extended limbs. 
First Anger long(‘r than second. Second connected with Arst and third 
Angers by a short web. Palmar tubercle larger than usual. Toes 
closely bound together, the fourth considerably longer than any of the 
others. The internal cuneiform tubercle has a free edge which is not 
black; the external tubercle is small. The femur is bound to the mid- 
dle by the skin of the side of the body.

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The .iieiieral color above is ratlier lead colored, and below clean 
\ellowisli white. The small wares above are red, with a block lin^’ at 
the bos(‘. Xo median dorsal batid. A li,i;’ht band coninunices on the 
scapula and extenids nearly to the ,aroin. It is bonmled above by sep- 
arate blackish spots, and below by similar spots which aie closer to- 
;;ellier. Tliese Ibrin the snpei ior bolder of a lead-colored band. This 
disapj)cars hclow in a cnoud of small black s|M)1s, which ‘;ro\e smaller 
and disappear on tlie sides of the abdomen. Tln^ integniiumt thus 
mark(*d is areolatisl. All the lighter parts of tliis region are dotted 
with pink spots. lh>sterior faces of fore-arm, femur, tarsus, and external 
met itarsi blackish v itii small yellow spmdvles. The limbs have on th(‘ir 
uppei’ snrfaei's blown cross-bands with pink points in them. Anterior 
iace of tarsus witli a brown sj)ot, and si'veral on the external digits.
